They find several hundred of the ap- 
plicants have not worked for the past 
two years in the state. 
One of these 
barbers is Fred Wass, employed in the 
Benton barber shop. Under the ruling 
of the attorney general the only way 
Mr. Wass could obtain a license would 
be by an examination. 


Mr. Wass is going to make a test case 
of the matter and is going to carry the 
matter up to the supreme court and 
demand that the barbers' commission 
be compelled to issue him a license. 


The barbers of the city are of the 
opinion that Mr. Wass is in the right 
and that the license will be granted. 
Secretary Reiger of the board has 
issued over 8.51)0 licenses to the bar- 
bers of the state.

Will Employ 125 Hands 
Tomato Time. 


Berrien Springs, Jan. 10.—There are 
but few people in Berrien county who 
realize the importance of the canning 
factory which this village has secured. 
Only a part of the people of the village 
have a correct idea of the extent of the 
business it will do and the labor that it 
will employ. 
The machinery is arriving. The 
power will be derived from two(>0 horse 
power boilers, which will also furni^h 
heat for canning the vegetables and 
fruit. Although not yet completed tlie 
com])any carries an Insurance of $1."},000 
upon the building. 


A gentleman from Grand Kapids who 
was here the other day said that this 
factory was larger than the one in 
Grand Kapids.which is always referred 
to as a specimen of a large canning 
factory. The company Is getting out 
its contracts for toniatoos. peas, beans 
and corn. The specialty of the factory 
will be tomatoes and during tlur season 
for canning tomal«»e.x 120 iiands will be 
given employment. The company will 
have the majhinei'y for making the tin 
cans but for tlie present tim i it is 
thought that tiie cans can be bought 
cheaper than they can be made here. 
Berrien Springs >ecur('il this factory 
by giving the (îompany a 
a strip of 
land owned bv the village near the 
railroad, and l)i!siiivs the citi/en.^ were 
a-^ked to subscribe for S'j.ouO worth of 
slock which they did. 
There i-» a prospect that the Twin 
('ity telejihone ciMDpiiny will hoon put 
in a local e.xchange here. Thi' village 
wauts it and the excliange will be wel- 
comed with open arms.

To save Dixon from 
a knockout Tom O’Rourke, bis man­ 
ager, threw up the sponge in the eighth 
round, when the uegi*o was staggering 
helplessly, bleeding and weak, but as 
game as a dying gladiator. The fight 
took place before a crowd that packed 
the Broadway Athletic club, and the 
victory decided the ownership of a 
$10,(iUiJ purse. 


In the eighth round Dixon tried his 
usual opening with left swing, but, 
Terry was inside, sending right to body 
and heaii. 
Terry drove Dixon to the 
ropes, where (ieorge slipped to 
the 
floor, 
Terry helped Dixon to his feet 
amid the cheers of the crowd, and 
Dixon backed into Terry’s corner,where 
he went down again. Terry was read} 
for him, and under body blows the 
champion went down again fvom ter­ 
rific blows.

iiSTem tfal Career of the Cmrdinnl W bi» 
lias Proved m m self to lie a Diplo­ 
mat as W ell a* a Moat De­ 
vout Churclimaii. 


Cardinal Giralomo Maria Gotti, w h o m 
Pope Leo X l l l. has indicated as his 
preference in the m a t t e r of papal suc­ 
cession, has been ever a favorite of the 
present poutill', and has been advanced 
in his ecclesiastical career with every 
sign of fatherly approbation from th e 
pope. 


The suprem e democracy of the Ro­ 
m an church (at least in tJie potentiali­ 
ties of m e m b e rs ol ihe hierarchy) is 
adm irably illustrated in the life of Car­ 
dinal Gotti. 
His fa th e r was a Genoese 
laborer, who worked on the docks of 
th e town, and the son was bred in such 
s u rro u n d in g s as n atu rally fell to his 
lot as th e son of the lowly. But every 
Ita lia n has an in heritance of genius, 
and y o u n g Gotti proved this when h e 
entered the Carmelite o rd e r of monks. 


Living the severest of lives in th a t 
very ascetic congregation, he soon ac­ 
quired a g reat repu tatio n for learn ­ 
ing and piety, and he was a t leng-th 
made th e general of the order. 
T h is 
L igurian of the L igurians displayed r e ­ 
m a rk a b le diplomatic powers in his m is­ 
sion of papal nuncio to Brazil, to which 
he was appointed by his g re a t p a tro n 
on the th ro n e of Peter. 
In t h a t coun­ 
try, in addition to the conflict going 
on between the civil and religious a u ­ 
thorities, the church was in consider­ 
able d a n g e r on account of th e lack of 
discipline and of the dissolute morals 
which prevailed am o n g the clergy and 
the episcopate. 
To the g re a t astonis.h-’ 
nient of everyone, the pope selected the 
su perior of the barefooted Carmelites, 
who happened to be F a th e r Gotti, to 
put an end to disorder and reestablish 
ha rm o n y betw een the religious 
and 
civil powers. 


F a th e r Gotti in two or three years 
trium ped over all dilliculties, and his 
success was so complete t h a t on his
